The remains of 
three Union sold­ 
iers buried on the 
F irst Day’s Field 
were 
uncovered 
this 
morning 
by 
George 
Woodward 
on 
the County 
Home farm while he was hunting bul­ 
lets. With the bones were found some 
money, a numl>er of buttons, and two 
bullets, possibly responsible 
for 
the 
death of one or 
more 
of 
the 
men. 
Nome belongings of the men who met 
their 
death 
on 
G ettysburg’! 
field 
were found with the hones. 


Mr. Woodward, who for some time 
has made a habit of collecting battle­ 
field relics, this morning 
secured 
a 
j shovel and was digging up the earth 
in the field in quest of bullets. 
When 
he had gotten about 
thirteen inches 
below the surface 
he 
struck 
some 
grey m atter which he examined more 
closely and found it to be the bone of 
a human leg. 
He dug more carefully 
then and uncovered all the main bones 
of the arm s and legs of three men. 
The smaller bones had

tegrated and there was no evidence of

BASE BALL SCORES 
Paris, Aug., 29.—Like a great flood 
swallowing all before It, the German 
Advance is pouring into northeastern 
France. 
Three million men of the kaiser’s 
forces axe hurling themselves against 
the allies’ second line of defenses, two

A Method For Preventing Its Breeding 
In Horse Manuro. 
(Prepared by United States deportment 
of agriculture.] 
As a result of experiments the ape 
cia lists of the department of agrlcul 
Hire have discovered that a small 
amount of ordinary borax sprinkled 
daily on manure will effectively pre 
vent the breeding of the typhoid or 
house fly. Similarly flu* same substance 
applied to garbage, refuse, open toilets, 
damp floors and crevices In stables, eel 
lam or markets will prevent fly eggs 
from batching. 
Borax will not kill the 
adult fly nor prevent It from laying 
eggs. but its thorough use will prevent 
auy further breeding. 
The investigation, which included ex 
I alim ents with many aubstancea. was 
undertaken to discover some means of 
preventing the breeding of flies In 
horse manure without lessening the 
i value of this manure as a fertilizer for 
use by the farmer. 
As a result of experiments carried 
nu ut the Arlington farm, In Virginia, 
and New Orleans, the investigators 
found that 0.G2 of a pound of borax. 
or 0.75 of a pound of calcined Colem an 
He (crude calcium borate) would kill 
the maggots and prevent practically 
all of the riles ordinarily breeding in 
eight bushels of horse manure from 
developing. 
This was proved by plac­ 
ing manure in cages aud comparing 
the results from piles treated with 
borax and from untreated piles.

COTTONY MAPLE SCALE. 


How Shad* Trass May de Frssd From 
Tho*# Destruct iv* Pests. 
Shade trees of the soft maple and 
box elder varieties, which have suf­ 
fered so much from the cottony mo pie 
scale during the past two years, may 
be freed from these destructive pests 
if they are thoroughly treated this fall 
with a cheap homemade oil spray. 
When the tref** are dormant—that is. 
after the lim veg have fallen—is the 
best time to wage war on the scale 
A most effective remedy consists of 
a kerosene emulsion made according 
to the following formula: Kerosene, 
two gallons (coni oil, lamp oil); whale 
oil or laundry soap. one-half pound; 
soft water, one gallon. 
Dissolve tile soap In bolling water; 
then remove from the fire, add th*- 
kerosene and thoroughly agitate the 
mixture until a creamy solution is ob 
fnined. 
This can be done by pouring 
the mixture into the tank of a spray 
pump and pumping the liquid through 
the nozzle back into the tank. 
Thin 
forma a stock solution, which must 
lie diluted before using. 
In order to 
make a IO |*r cent solution, which is 
the best strength for spring spraying. 
add six gallons of water to one gallon 
of the solution ami agitate thorouRljly 
l*efore using. 
Forth* fall spray, for a 
30 per cent solution, add to each gal 
Ion of the stock solution one and one 
third gallons of water. 
Tile cottony maple scale affects a 
w ide range of trees and shrubs, but I* 
rarely dangerous to any except the 
soft maple and box elder. 
Remedial measures are not always 
necessary against tills pest on account 
of the numerous parasites or enemies 
which usually hold It in check. 
But I 
It seems from past ex }*» rte ness that the 
scale appears periodically esery six 
• r seveft years, lasting for rn year o r 1 
two until tire parasites multiply sulfi 
dent Iv to gain ngsiii tho upper hand 
and control It for another aerie* of 
years.—Jam es G Sanders.
